In this statem ent the 
commission says that it has been in­ 
formed by the office of the collector of 
customs in New York that twTenty-two 
a ssista nt weighers “ are known to be 
implicated in the frauds or are under 
suspicion of a positive character.” The 
statem ent applied to the sugar frauds 
only. 
This is more than 17 per cent 
of the total number of a ssista nt weigh­ 
ers employed in the New York custom 
house. 
With the elimination of ten 
a ssista nt weighers who are working 
under temporary appointments 
and 
whose service in the custom house 
seem s to have been of recent origin, 
the percentage of those known to be 
implicated or under suspicion of a pos­ 
itive character is increased to nearly 
19 per cent. 
The statement made by the commis­ 
sion was brought forth by the a llega ­ 
tions that the sugar trust had had a 
hand 
in the selection of a ssista nt 
weighers at the 
New York custom i 
house who were appointed after ex­ 
amination under the civil service rules 
and who are protected by those rules. 
Nothing is said in the com mission’s 
statement about employes not protect­ 
ed by the civil service who are known j 
to be implicated or suspected of com- j 
plicity in the bribery and corruption 
that has been going on there. 
It is ap­ 
parent that when the whole truth be­ 
comes known as to the number of em­ 
ployes of the custom house who are 
concerned in the dishonesty there in 
connection 
with 
importations, 
the 
country will be startled by the wide­ 
spread extent of the conspiracy to de­ 
fraud the government. 
That congress w ill make inquiry into 
the charges concerning the manner in 
which the sugar trust has been bleed­ 
ing the government now appears to be 
assured. 
Two Republican members 
of the house of representatives have 
declared that an investiga tion could 
not be avoided and a Republican Unit­ 
ed Sta tes senator who did not wish to 
be quoted in the matter expressed an 
opinion along the same lines. 
Such 
an investigation necessa rily will in­ 
clude probing into the rottenness in 
the New York custom house. 
Accusa­ 
tions involving government employes 
at the port of New York cannot be ig­ 
nored by any congressional committee 
of 
investigation. 
Such 
an 
inquiry 
would take into account the manner of 
the 
appointment 
of employes 
who 
turned out to be dishonest, and doubt­ 
less would be followed by recommen­ 
dations looking to an improvement of 
the system governing the selection of 
officials and others detailed to customs 
work. 
No information can be obtained at 
the treasury department as to when 
the cleaning tip of the New York cus­ 
tom house is to he begun. 
People here 
outside of i he government service find 
it hard to understand why many em­ 
ployes of that esta blishm ent who are 
known to he dishonest are retained in 
the government service. 
Up to the 
time the civil service commission is­ 
sued its official sta tem ent la st even­ 
ing, ail that the public knew from offi­ 
cial source h as to the extent of the 
corruption was that three assista nt 
weighers had confessed that they had 
accepted bribes to underwelgh impor­ 
tations. 
These three a ssista nt weigh­ 
ers were not involved by their confes­ 
sions in the frauds perpetrated by the 
sugar trust. 
Now comes the startling 
official information that twenty-two as 
sista nt weighers are known to be im­ 
plicated or are under suspicion of a 
positive character in connection with 
sugar frauds alone. 
Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh 
said that his intention was not only to 
reorganize, but to rehabilitate the New 
York custom house. 
He explained 
that by rehabilitation he meant not 
merely a reorganization to be conduct­ 
ed along business lines, but a change 
that would touch the “ atm osphere” 
and the tone of the personnel.

These vessels command the port and 
precl ;1o the possibility of the Zelayan 
troops under General Toledo advanc­ 
ing by sea to relieve Greytown. 
No 
advance can be made along the coas* 
owing to the heavy rains and to the 
natural rugged character of the land 
along the sea. 
It is not possible for 
the Zelayan troops to return to the in­ 
terior, as General Chamorro is block­ 
ing the route along the San J uan river. 
According to prisoners who hare 
fallen into the hands of General Cha­ 
morro, the Zela yists are sickening rap­ 
idly because of the hardships they ex­ 
perienced in cutting their way through 
the bush and camping in swamps.

Ru ssell Sage and tlie stock owned by 
the late Giov anni P. Morosini, amou nt­

Hope Keeps Courage 


Alive At Cherry. 


Cherry, 111., Nov. 17.—To prevent 
any demonstration when the bodies of 
the 384 men entombed by Saturday’s 
explosion are brought to the surface, 
two companies of militia from Gales­ 
burg and one from Kewanee have a r­ 
rived here and are stationed at the 
St. Paul mine entrance. 
Practically none of the rescue party 
believes any of the entombed men are 
alive. 
The tem perature at the top of 
the shaft is increasing and it is doubt­ 
ful if anyone can venture into the 
mine today as was planned. 
Despair has seized the rescuers. 
Science, bravery and skill have utter­ 
ly failed in the fight for life. 
Days of 
fighting has only added to the horror 
of the disaster. 
Twice have the res­ 
cuers been worsted by the fire, and 
hope has been abandoned by some of 
the experts. 
A few think some of the 
men may be safe and may live for 
weeks yet. 
Intense cold does not stop the vigil 
of the women. 
For three days and 
four nights they have watched beside 
the shafts. 
They mourn as for the 
dead, but hope is still faintly alive in 
their hearts. 
Fire still rages in the 
mine, which is still sealed, shutting 
out the air that might give life to the 
men below. 
That all the men in the mine are 
dead seems beyond doubt, and the au­ 
thorities fear rioting when this be­ 
comes known, or when the removal of 
the bodies begins, so Governor Deneen 
last, night ordered three companies of 
militia to come here.
